Chief executives of three railway 
brotherhoods, meeting today in 
Cleveland, O., prepared instruc- 
tions for 5000 operating employes 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
who will begin a strike at 3 p.m. 
Friday. Instructions also were 
sent to employes of connecting 
railroads, ordering them to handle 
no freight for the Missouri Pacific. 

Failure to agree on -282 claims 
by four unions, some of the 
claims dating back 10 years, re- 
sulted in the strike call. The 
claims involve more than $3,000,- 
000 and are based on differences 
in interpretation of operating rules 
in contracts between the railroad 
and the four brotherhoods. 

“There is no question but that 
we will go ahead with the strike,” 
Alvanley Johnston, grand chief en- 
gineer of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Asked whether the National 
Mediation Board’s suggestion of 
further arbitration might be ac- 
cepted, Johnston said: “The Medi- 
ation Board has not made any 
suggestions to us. I don’t know 
of any further possibility of arbi- 
tration. This situation has been 
juggled for two or three years.” 

Authority for Strike. 

Final authority to commence the 
strike was given by top officers 
of the four brotherhoods “several 
days ago,” Johnston related. 

After the meeting, representa- 
tives of the brotherhoods, whose 
headquarters are in Cleveland, 
said they had decided to make “no 
change whatsoever” in the strike

Suggests Amendment. 

“We do not wish to change the 
powers of the Federal Government 
over our people by signing a 
treaty or to alter the relationship 
between the stateg and the Fed- 
eral Government.” he said. He 
suggested a possible constitutional 
amendment to the effect that trea- 
ties should not automatically be- 
come a part of the domestic law. 

“But,” he added, “you have be- 
fore you the only step that can 
be taken in the present state of 
world affairs. You cannot develop 
an international law making geno- 
mide a crime simply by the custom 
of nations, but only by that slow 
and tedious process by which you 
develop a moral climate out of 
which civilization advances. 

“If the United States, a great 
leader among nations for human 
rights, rejects this treaty, then 
none will ever be drafted. If, on 
the contrary, we adopt the pact 
—and I don’t care how many res- 
ervations are attached provided 
the central core of the treaty, its 
prohibition on mass murder, is re- 
tained—then we have taken a step 
of the first magnitude to outlaw 
that most hideous crime in the 
whole gamut of human conduct.” 

Possibility of Revolt. 

Stassen cited the possibility of a 
revolt among the Russian Masses 
with the present masters of the 
Kremlin made the prisoners of the 
revolutionists. It would be far 
better, he said, to have a court of 
world justice ready to try those 
prisoners for a specific crime than 
to force the Russian people to 
adopt ex post facto laws on which 
to try them.

Be Prosecuted Wheth- 
er Charges Are Firm 
or Flexible.

Supreme Court Decisions. 

He cited several Supreme Court 
decisions “which seem to hold that 
a conspiracy may be proved by 
evidence of adherence, over a 
period of time, to practices also 
rigidly followed by competitors, 
under circumstances’ indicating 
absence of a purpose to compete.” 
It is not necessary to show that 
the parties communicated with 
one another, if an understanding 


duct, he added. 

“It is not surprising,” he con- 
tinued, “that the Secretary of 
Commerce recently told Congress 
that many business men feel they 
are faced with the choice of vio- 
lating the Sherman Act by charg- 
ing the same price to all custom- 
ers or violating the Clayton Act 
by charging different prices to 
different customers.

Goldberg want to “bamboozle the 
public with legislation that con- 
tains the shell of regulation de- 
rived of its power” while Goldberg 
described Swigert as the type who 
was taking management's “incon- 
sistent position” on pending labor 
laws. : 

Says He Is Misquoted. 

At one point, after a lively dis- 
cussion on the use of injunctions 
to stop strikes. Goldberg, assert- 
ing he had been misquoted by 
Swigert, said: “He's so anxious to 
get an injunction against labor, 
he’s putting the words in my 
mouth. I could say something 
about the President’s power to 
seize industry, but ‘sore, is a hor- 
rible word to you, fSn’t it, Mr. 
Swigert?” 

Most of the debate PSfevolved 
about the Taft amendments to the 
Thomas bill, which has passed the 
Senate and is pending in the

Goldberg said the bill, as amend- 
ed, contains the essential features 
of the Taft-Hartley Act, which 
has been fought by labor; Swigert 
insisted the bill has a number of 
fundamental changes made as 
concessions to labor leaders.

Hartley Act, however, are here 
and I believe they are here to 
stay,” Swigert declared. 

Warns Against Control. 

“Unless Taft-Hartley is checked 
and revised, it will lead to un- 
toward consequences,” Goldberg 
said. “Government cannot be in- 
jected into labor relations to the 
extent that it is in the Taft-Hart- 
ley bill.” 

The two men also differed on 
the question of Communism in 
labor unions. 

Goldberg, opposing the require- 
ment for union leaders to “sign 
non-Communist affidavits, stated, 
“The CIO has no sympathy with 
Communism, but it is an issue 
that should be dealt with inde- 
pendently of any labor laws. 

“The only purpose of sticking 
this affidavit provision in the law 
is to link Communism with the 
labor movement in the public eye 
and I want to say that it is deeply 
resented,” 

When Swigert pointed out that 
pending legislation would also re- 
quire employers to sign such af- 


fidavits, Goldberg replied: “I have 
been no advocate of having em- 
ployers ‘do this. The greatest ef- 
forts to combat Communism are 
being takerl by the labor organiza- 
tions. themselves, and I can say 
that our work has been hurt by 
this feature of the law.” 

- Taking an opposite view, Swigert 
sald unions made no attempt to 
rid themselves of Communistic in- 
fluence until they saw laws being 
passed in this direction. 

“To my miind, efforts of the 
CIO to clean house are utterly in- 
effective as of today,” he declared, 
citing the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America 
and the Mine, Mills and Smelter 
Workers as examples of unions 
with current problems on Com- 
munist infiltration.

He urged creation of a national 
monetary commission to “consider 
the current and prospective prob- 
lems against the background of 
the world today and help point 
the way for effective future ac- 
tion.” 

“Unless we move soon to take 
stock and make the necessary re- 
pairs,” he said, “we will be like 
the lazy man with the leaky roof 
—when the weather is nice the 
roof doesn’t need fixing, and when 
the storms hit he can’t get out to 
fix it.”

TEST OF WEBBE ACT 
BY CITY INDICATED 


Two Houses on Third Street 
Highway Route Ordered 
Wrecked Despite Law.

A court test of the constitution- 
ality of the Webbe act, forbidding 
the City of St. Louis to demolish 
any residential housing along the 
right-of-way of the Third street 
interregional highway, is _ fore- 
shadowed by an order of City 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter Jo 
a wrecking firm to start work on 
two houses. The houses, now va- 
cated, are at 1045 Geyer avenue 
and 1708 Menard street. 

The comptroller said today that 
he would at once instruct Andrew 
Schaefer Wrecking Co., which has 
the demolition contract, to pro- 
ceed with the removal of. the two 
buildings. Any such action in the 
area for the next two years is 
forbidden by the Webbe act, which 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
has declared to be wunconstitu- 
tional. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
gave an opinion upholding consti- 
tutionality of the Webbe measure 
before Gov. Forrest Smith signed 
it June 29. It is expected that 
when the Schaefer firm endeavors 
to start work on either of the two 
houses, or earlier, some supporter 
of the Webbe act will seek an in- 
junction to stop the work. A tem- 
porary injunction would follow, 
and a hearing in circuit court, 
probably to be carried to a higher 
court, for a final test. 

P. McCammon of the city 
counselor’s office, who wrote the 
opinion holding the Webbe act 
invalid, declared that if the author 
of the bill had sought to draft an 
unconstitutional measure, he could 
hardly have improved on the bill 
as passed and signed. 

Mayor James M. Darst pro- 
tested to the Governor against ap- 
proving the Webbe bill, which was 
sponsored by State Senator An- 
thony Webbe of St. Louis. The 
Mayor held that the action would 
jeopardize the $5,500,000 of federal 
funds allotted for the work. He 
said the city would proceed with 
the clearing of the highway, and 
would provide homes for relo- 


cating the families affected.

Hickey Expects Late Arrivals to Offset De- 
crease—Parochial Institutions Report 
Increase in Pupils. 


Opening-day enrollments in St. 
Louis public schools, contrary to 
expectations, totaled only 80,283, a 
decrease of 393 from last year’s 
first day, Philip J. Hickey, super- 


intendent of instruction, an- 
nounced today. 

School officials had anticipated 
an increase because many children 
born during the war period are en- 
tering school for the first time this 
year. Hickey said he believed many 
families were still on vacation and 
late arrivals would more than off- 
set the decrease. 

Catholic elementary schools re- 
ported an enrollment increase of 
about 1800, with approximately 29,- 
000 pupils registered in parochial 
schools in the city and 15,700 in 
St. Louis county. Lutheran pa- 
rochial schools in the city and 
county likewise reported an in- 
crease, opening-day enrollment 
totaling approximately 5450 for a 
gain of about 450. 

Figures for the St. Louis county 
public schools were not available. 
Schools in the University City and 
Ferguson districts opened today, 
and those in the Normandy dis- 
trict will not open until tomorrow. 
Classes in Brentwood, Clayton, 
Kirkwood and Webster Groves will 
not be resumed until Monday. 

A total of 57,288 white students 
enrolled in all types of St. Louis 
public schdols, a decrease of 1299. 
Enrollments were as follows: Har- 
ris Teachers and Harris Junior 
Colleges, 1003; seven high schools, 
11,648; Hadley Technical High 
School, 2030; 87 elementary 
schools, 41,890; 24 special ele- 
mentary schools, 717. 

Enrollment of Negro students in 
the St. Louis Public Schools in- 
creased by 906 to 22,995. By types 
of schools the enrollments were: 
Stowe Teachers College, 345: two 
high schools, 3723; Washington 
Technical High School, 914; 24 ele- 
mentary schools, 17,648; 13 special 
elementary schools, 365.

Tuition in the two teachers’ col- 


leges will be $336 a year per stu- 
dent. High school tuition will be

The rate at the Gallaudet 
School for the Deaf will be $1050. 
Instruction for speech defectives 
will be $23 for the year. Under 
board regulations Missourians who 
are not residents of the city may 
be permitted to enter uncrowded 
city schools upon payment of the 
tuition. 


Auditor Thor W. Bruce report- 
ed school’ lunch rooms operated 
last year at a loss of $20,716, rep- 
resenting ‘a rise of more than 400 
per cent Above the deficit in- 
curred in the fiscal year 1947-48.

In nearby Berea, where Odom’s 
plane crashed, Solicitor Paul H. 
Mitchell said he had been reliably 
informed that closed course rac- 
ing would be barred at Cleveland 
Airport, the race site. 

Odom’s plane struck a house in 
the suburb, killing a young moth- 
er and her year-old son in addi- 
tion to the world-famous pilot. 

Mitchell made the statement at 
a Berea council meeting in which 
a resolution protesting against the 


races was passed. The group at- 


thorized the solicitor to seek an 
injunction, if necessary, to prevent 
further closed-course racing. 

Directors for the air races are 
expected to meet soon to take up 
the problem. Frederick C. Craw- 
ford, races president, said the en- 
tire situation must be “evaluated 
before a decision if and when to 
hold the event in 1950 can be 
reached.” 

Crawford is head of Thompson 
Products, Inc., Cleveland firm 
which sponsored the fatal Thomp- 
son trophy race.

OU PERINI and his part- 

ners who bought the Boston 

Braves, hired Billy South- 
wortn and quickly hit the jaca- 
pot with a pennant last year, 
are learning now about the 
problems that can stare you in 
the face in the business they call 
baseball. 

Apparently there is a wide rift 
between Manager Southworth 
and the Boston National League 
players. Eddie Stanky, always 
regarded in the ranks as a great 
competitor, is mixed up in the 
discord. The other day a Boston 
writer asked Perini if he was 
going to trade or sell the scrappy 
little infielder. 

“You can’t give your ball club 
away,” Perini was quoted as re- 
plying. 

That’s the big trouble in the 
Boston picture. If there were 
two or three players involved, 
a trade might be arranged. But 
according to a poll of the Braves 
reported by a Boston scribe, no- 
body spoke out for Billy. In 
other words the owners face a 
difficult situation, They want 
Southworth back, no doubt. They 
consider him a great manager. 
But they know, too, that they 
can’t get an entirely new ball 
club for Southworth, The prob- 
lem is to re-establish friendly re- 
lations between the now “rest- 
ing” manager and the rank and 
file, And don’t under-estimate 
the rank and file. A good man- 
ager can help, but he must have 
good players to win. Southworth

The Cardinals once traded a 
fine pitcher, with a great repu- 
tation as an aggressive, winning 
member of the team, because 
the manager didn’t want him on 
the club. The late Sam Breadon 
didn’t. want to part with the 
player, but he decided he didn’t 
want to fire the manager at that 
particular moment, so he sold 
the pitcher. 

During another managerial 
period the Cardinals disposed of 
a catcher, because the field lead- 
er didn’t think it would be con- 
ducive’ to club morale to have 
the catcher on the roster. 

And, of course, there was the 
case of the Cleveland Indians 
and Lou Boudreau. Bill Veeck 
decided that he’d like to change 
managers. But he couldn’t re- 
duce Boudreau to the ranks.

HE black gum leaves are turn- 
T ing a brilliant red, the elm and

July and August are the favorite 
vacation months, but the fall of 
the year is the ideal time for 
camping beside a beautiful clear- 
water stream. 

The advantages of camping in 
late September and October in 
this section far surpass those of 
the hot summer months. It is 
much more pleasant to be on the 
streams in the fall, when the cool 
breezes are blowing, than during 
the oppressive heat of summer. 
Fishing, as a rule, is much better 
in the fall, for the cooling of the 
water has whetted the fishes’ appe- 
tites and they are storing up their 
reserve stamina for winter. Float- 
fishing is usually excellent and 
bass an jack galmon do not hesi- 
tate to take artificial baits and 
live minnows. Jack salmon, espe- 
cially, feed more readily in the fall 
and it pays dividends to stop and 
fish deep, swift water with deep- 
running plugs. Bream and bluegill 
eagerly hit small black gnat flies 
with a small spinner and a sliver 
of pork rind, and pan fish for 
camp use are easily to be had. 

Chiggerless, Tickless. 

Chiggers, ticks and mosquitos 
are no problem in the fall months 
as they are during the summer, 
and this, in itself, is blessing 
enough to make the fall camping 
trip worthwhile. These little pests 
keep @ summer camper as busy as 
a one-armed paperhanger — slap- 
ping, scratching and applying un- 
guents, lotions, salves and dopes to 
various portions of the anatomy— 
besides destroying personal morale, 
which is very necessary on any 
camping trip. 

More bed cover is required in 
the fall than in the summer and 
an experienced camper, who goes 
for comfort, will take along an air 
mattress, cot and sleeping bag. 
Restful nights are assured and 
the camper awakes refreshed and 


eager for the day’s camp program.

But Northwestern and Illinois 
have postponed the final contract 
signing thus far. 

“We haven't signed anything 
yet,” a Northwestern spokesman 
said. “We're just going along and 
waiting until the ticket sales are 
well along. 

“Right now they’re going pretty 
good. Our season sale is com- 
parable to last year and we'll 
probably sell out the Michigan 
game this week. But on other 
single game sales, the tickets are 
moving kind of slow.” 

At Illinois, negotiations for tele- 
vision were continuing with the 
school hesitant to accept the of- 
fered price. Illinois received $2,000 
a game from television last year 
and this year reportedly wants in 
the neighborhood of $3,500 a game. 

“Nobody in our driving area can 
get television,” a representative 
said, “and the people in Chicago 
who are coming to the game will 
come anyhow. Our ticket sales are 
good, but below last year. We’ll 
sell out two games, and that’s 
about as good as we ever do.” 

On the other side of the tele- 
vision fence, Ohio State, Notre 
Dame and Michigan reported good 
sales despite the video threat. 

At Michigan three home games, 
Army, Minnesota and Ohio State, 
were sold out with tickets for the 
opener against Michigan State 
nearly gone. 

Notre Dame, which announced 
last spring that its contests would 
appear on a video network, was 
booming toward its greatest year 
with Tulane, Iowa and Southern 
California games at South Bend 
likely sellouts. In addition the 
Irish will play in some sellouts 
away from home. 

Ohio State also announced its 
television plans in mid-summer, 
and three of its five home games 
appeared to be certain sellouts 
with the other pair of contests 
close to capacity. 

Wisconsin, Marquette, and Min- 
nesota also have announced tele- 
vision plans, and reports indicated 
their ticket sales would show light 
if any decrease from 1948. 

Other Big Ten members will be 
unable to televise due to lack of 
facilities.

In a brief statement, Walter 
Mulbry, secretary-treasurer of 
baseball, said: “The amendment to 
major and major-minor league rule 
E (F), the bonus rule, on which a 
mail vote from the major league 
clubs was requested Aug. 25, failed 
of passage.” 

The amendment, which had 
been approved by the major 
league executive committee, would 
have set aside provisions of the 
bonus rule for the new crop of 
players but would have kept them 
in effect for three years for those 
players already covered. 

Mulbry told newsmen the 
am. ndment, “perhaps with modifi- 
cations,” ould be on the agenda 
for the joint major league meet- 
in’ in December. 

George M. Trautman, president 
of the national association, will 
not request minor leagues to vote 
on the amendment, considering the 
action of the major leagues, Mul- 
bry said. 

He declined to say how each of 
the major lea~ue clubs voted. 

Briefly, the bonus rule provides 
that a player, paid more than 
$5000 to sign a major, AAA or AA 
league contract, may not be 
farm-@ out without waivers.

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CHIANG DEALING 
WITH WARLORD ON 
FATE OF YUNNAN 


Gen. Lu Said to Be Seek- 
ing Price of Keeping 
Province Safe From 
Communists. 


CANTON, China, Sept. 7 (UP) 
~—Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and war lord Gov. Lu Han of 
Yunnan province have opened ne- 
gotiations which will decide 
whether the province remains in 
the Nationalist camp or adopts 
the Communist flag, it was report- 
ed here today. | 

Political sources said Lu’s flight 
to Chungking yesterday was de- 
signed to obtain Chiang’s terms 
for keeping Yunnan safe from the 
Communists. With Communist 
forces in Yunnan, Chungking 
would be isolated. 

Kunming, near the Burmese 
border about 400 miles southwest 
of Chungking, was reported to 
have been seized by Lu in a week- 
end coup. Forees supporting Lu 
were said to have driven a sma]ll 
force of Nationalist troops from 
Kunming, capital of the province, 
as a prelude to the bargaining. 

The Nationalist central news 
agency denied there had been any 
‘Kunming incident.” However, 
reliable sources here admitted 
that delicate maneuvering on the 
fate of the province was under- 
Way.

Business 


Outlook 


This Month Likely to Tell Whether Recov-| 
ery Is Only Seasonal or Whether It 
Signals Sound Upward Trend. 


By SAM DAWSON 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
Business observers differ widely 
in their guesses as to what lies 
ahead in the fall months—a little 
boom, or‘a further slow decline. 

Some say business has hit the 
bottom of the cycle and is starting 
up again. They point to a pick-up 
in orders which has increased out- 
put at many mills and factories, 
and to advancing prices in some 
raw materials and finished prod- 
ucts, 


Others say the shake-down of 
prices from the inflation peak has 
not gone far enough yet to furnish 
a sound foundation for a general 
business upturn. They say the 
pick-up in,orders is.in part sea- 
sonal, the customary preparation 
for fall and Christmas retail busi- 
ness, and in part refilling of in- 
ventories which went too low 
when some business men got too 
panicky and bought to sparingly. 

This re-ordering has led to the 
factory pick-up and to the stiffen- 
ing in prices, but these observers 
contend that the ordering has not 
been in anything like the volume 
of 1948 ordering and should be 
viewed merely as a passing phase 
and not as a sure-fire indication 
that the slump is over. 

Wait-and-See View. 

There is still a third point of 
view, widely held. This is the 
cautious wait-and-see one which 
thinks neither of the others has 
proved its point and that business 
can jump either way. Bolstering 
this point of view are the major 
uncertainties that lie in the pres- 
ent labor negotiations approach- 
ing the decision point, and in the 
general world trade uneasiness as 
the British lay bare their money 
troubles. 

This wary attitude is taken by 
the Business Survey Committee 
of the National Association of 
Purchasing Agents. First it states 
that “the usiness curve has 
reached bottom and is turning 
up.” But then it observes that 
recent “heavier ordering. is for 
seasonal and short-range commit- 
ments.” Much of the ordering 
spurt it credits to “stockpile 
buying in anticipation of coal and 
steel labor difficulties.” And it 


while major labor costs remain 
unsettled.” , 

Along the same trend, cautious 
economists noted that the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics wholesale price 
index is down about 10 per cent 
from its postwar peak. In the 
price shake-down after the first 
war, prices dropped 50 per cent 
in 1920-21 before finding the base 
from which to start their re- 
covery. There are reasons to sup- 
pose prices will not fall that far 
this time, but there are also 
reasons to suspect that some may 
go lower than at present before 
they overcome consumer price 
resistance and reflect accurately 
the surpluses in some raw ma- 
terials and in factory inventories 
of finished goods. 

Output, Sales Up. 

The pick-up in output in some 
lines, such as metals, is more im- 
pressive when the present rate is 
compared with the low point last 
spring and early summer, when 
business was almost at a stand- 
still, than when compared with 
the first of this year, when busi- 
ness was at a peak. Output and 
sales have come back some of the 
way and that is reassuring, but 
they are not back to record levels 
yet by a long way. 

Bute theer are other encourag- 
ing signs right now, too. The 
paper mills have now joined the 
textile mills in that thappy com- 
pany of those whose orders are 
picking up. Firming prices for 
paper and paperboard have 
brought merchants back into the 
market to rebuild their stocks. 
The textile men enjoyed this 
happy reversal of the trend earlier 
in the summer.

The choice for these men today 
is hard. From talks with them it 
is clear they are convinced that 
eventually they must either ac- 
cept the Communists and try to 
work with and for China’s new 
rulers, or resign themselves to 
being “white Chinese” for the rest 
of their lives. Neither alternative 
is attractive to many of them. 

A Chinese engineer who must re- 
main unnamed is typical of the 
men caught in this dilemma. He 
is a graduate of one of-China’s 
best engineering schools and holds 
a Ph. D. from an American univer- 
sity. He planned and supervised 
some of China’s best irrigation 
and land drainage projects over 
the last 10 years.

As the Communist victories of 
the last six months made it clear 
that the Nationalist Government 
was doomed, this engineer grad- 
ually reconciled himself to the 
project of working under a Com- 
munist-dominated government. He 
felt the Communists might even 
offer him a fuller opportunity to 
build the dikes and canals that 
have always been his real in- 
terest. 

On July 1, the newspapers 
throughout China printed an ar- 
ticle by Comunist party chairman 
Mao Tse-tung commemorating the 
twenty-eighth anniversary of the 
Chinese Communist party. In the 
article, Mao pledged the support 
of the party to the Soviet Union. 
Since then, our friend the engi- 
neer has spent many a sleepless 
night trying to decide his own 
future.

Furthermore, many of the Kuo- 
mintang principles amounted in 
practice to nationalization of 
larger industries. 

But this individual engineer is 
unalterably opposed to the idea of 
his country becoming the “pawn’ 
of any foreign power, Russia or 
any other. If China is to become 
nothing more than a junior part- 
ner of the Soviet Union, he wants 
no part of it. 

The tentative plans this 40-year- 
old engineer has made for himself 
May appear unrealistic to those 
not familiar with present-day 
China, but unless he becomes con- 
vinced the Chinese Communists 
will give first consideration to 
China’s welfare, these represent 
his considered intentions. 

He will move his wife and four 
children to Hong Kong. Her fam- 
ily has enough money tp support 
the children unti] they come of 
age. For himself, he hopes to find 
work with one of the international 
organizations under the United 
Nations. If he fails, he is seri- 
ously considering suicide. 

At the moment, the compulsions 
differ with each man who must 
decide his own future. Canton and 
Hong Kong are full of reports and 
rumors telling the fate of Nationa- 
list technicians who have gone 
over to the Communists—some are 
carefully manufactured by the 
Nationalist secret police to dis- 
courage defections. 

Many Working for Reds. 

Many Chinese scientists, tech- 
nicians and industrial engineers 
have already gone to work for 
the Communists. Others still hesi- 
tant are negotiating with Commu- 
nist representatives or trying to 
decide if they can fit in. They in- 
clude men who are not interested 
in politics, but say they have 
learned from friends in the north 
that the Communists frequently 
place a party member in charge 
of a technical bureau where only 
a scientist can perform effec- 
tively. The Kuomintang in its 


time required all college deans 


and heads of important organiza- 
tions to become party members. 
Another group which is troubled 
about the future includes the agri- 
cultural scientists and technicians 
working for the Chinese and 
American Joint Commission on 
Rural Reconstruction, established 
under terms of the China aid act 
passed by the United States Con- 
gress in 1948. The organization 
has some of the most valuable 
and best qualified agricultural 
specialists in China. Normally, 
they would expect to be welcomed 
by the Communists. 

But with the increasingly vio- 
lent Communist anti-American 
propaganda, many of these men 
have become convinced the Com- 
munists will refuse to accept them 


,| or trust them to do worthwhile 


work because of their United 
States associations. 

Yet, where can they go? They 
do not have personal fortunes to 
support themselves in exile like 
some of the Nationalist leaders 
who have already fled. Passports 


have usually been 
the most important politicians and 
Nationalist officials. A few have 


at American universities. Only 
those who are already in the 
United States can claim political 
asylum. And Chinese national 
pride makes many shun the life of 
permanent refugees in a foreign 
country.

Although the current prepara- 
tory work for setting up a Com- 
munist government for _ aill 
China has been taking place be- 
hind closed doors, shielded from 
the general public in China as 
well as from the outside world, 
the general principles of govern- 
ment in Communist China are 
already fairly clear. 

The new government is to be 
a “people’s democratic dictator- 
ship,” according to Mao Tse- 
tung, chairman of the Chinese 
Communist party. 

It is to be a dictatorship based 
upon a “class Coalition” of 
workers, farmers and petty and 
middle bourgeoisie. 

Only these classes are to par- 
ticipate in political life, and “re- 
actionaries” are to be denied all 
political rights. 

“Reactionary” is a vague and 
flexible term. Althongh the Chi- 
nese Communists have been re- 
markably lenient in forgiving 
political enemies of their “sins” 
if they repent, there is nonethe- 
less a tendency in Communist 
China to apply the word “reac- 
tionary” to all persons who op- 
pose or obstruct the new gov- 
ernment. 

Several minor political “parties” 
are now working: with the Com- 
munists and will take part in the 
PCC and the new government, 
thereby making it a “coalition” in 
the formal] sense of the word. 


Most Fought Kuomintang. 

The most prominent of these 
parties are the Kuomintang Revo- 
lutionary Committee, the Demo- 
cratic League and the National 
Reconstruction Society. Altogether 
there are about a dozen parties. 

None of them is a _ political 
party in the real sense of the 
word, however. All are basically 
small political cliques of the sort 
which traditionally have played an 
important role in Chinese politics. 
Not one of them has a mass mem- 
bership, strong organization or 
clear platform. None of them 
controls any military forces, which 
are still necessary for power in 
China. 

In origin, most of these so- 
called parties began as opposition 
groups under the Kuomintang. 
Although non-Communist at the 
beginning, many of them started 
with a strong left bias, and, under 
Kuomintang suppression and op- 
pression, they were all gradually 
forced into the Communist camp. 
In May 1948, they openly an- 
nounced their alliance with the 
Communist party, and in the early 
part of this year they moved to 
Peiping from Hong Kong, where 
most of them had previously gone 
into political exile. 


These minor parties now accept 
the program of the Communist 
party completely. In the half year 
they have been in Peiping not one 
of them has issued a single state- 
ment of independent policy. They 
have, however, echoed every im- 
portant policy statement made by 
the Communists. 

No Balance ef Power. 

The alliance between the Chi- 
nese Communists and these minor 
groups is to their mutual advan- 
tage politically. The minor par- 
ties provide a channel through 
which small, but important groups 
such as industrialists, business 
men, intellectuals and certain ex- 
Kuomintang officials can make 
suggestions to the new govern- 
ment. 

For the Communists these 
minor parties not only provide 
window dressing but also serve as 
a means for obtaining the co- 
operation or acquiescence of key 
non-Communist groups. 

There is no balance of power 
in this “coalition,” however, be- 
cause all the power is in the 
hands of the Communists. The 
Kuomintang is automatically ex- 
cluded, and the minor parties 
play only the role assigned to 
them by the Communists. 

The Communists have made it 
quite clear, furthermore, that 
participation of any non-Com- 
munist group in their “coali- 
tion” must be based on a recog- 
nition of “the leadership of the 
Communist party.” The minor 
parties co-operating with the 
Communists do this willingly 
and make no claims to leader- 
ship for themselves. 

The Chinese Communists’ theory 
of organization, applied to both 
party and government, is con- 
tained in the phrase “democratic 
centralization.” According to this 
theory, all decisions made at any 
level of party or government are 
subject to approval by higher au- 
thorities. As a result, policy de- 
cisions on important questions are 
reserved to the highest Commu- 
nist body, the Central Committee 
of the party. 

Secrecy on Policy-Making. 
The party is obviously more 

portant than the government or 
civil administration because all 
major policy statements emanate 
from party authorities,

The peak of centralized power 
in Communist China is the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Chinese 
Communist party. The 44 regu- 
lar members and 33 alternate 
members of this committee oc- 
cupy top posts in and out of the 
government. They make all i 
pertant policy pronouncements. 

Just how this group decides 


specific policies, however, is a 
mystery to the general public. 
Undoubtedly decisions are made 
by a smaller group within the 
committee because most of the 
members are scattered in key 
jobs over the country. The com- 
mittee presents a solid front to 
the public, in any case, and in- 
ternal differences of opinion are 
kept completely secret. 


The only basis for delving inté 
the internal politics of the 
Chinese Communist party is 
pure speculation based on a 
knowledge of the past histories 
and viewpoints of the leaders. 
The “democratic” part of “demo- 

cratic centralization,” as the term 
is used by the Chinese Commu- 
nists, seems to mean participation 
of the masses in political life, but 
not the right to influence or de- 
termine policy directly. 


It is true that the Communists 
organize much wider participation 
in various political activities than 
the Kuomintang was willing or 
able to do. 

Masses Organized. 

The Communists seem to have 
the idea that everyone, even those 
outside the party, should be 
organized into political groups or 
into quasi-political -bodies such as 
youth, students, women’s, writers, 
artists and labor groups, all un- 
der centralized direction and Com- 
munist leadership. At the present 
time such groups are being organ- 
ized throughout Communist terri- 
tory. 


The three million members of 
the Communist party itself are 
supposed to be the leaders in all 
activities in Communist China, 
This large but compact party 
membegship is zealous and well- 
disciplined, and there is no other 
group in Communist China at 
present which could compete 
with them even if they wanted 
to. 

Ad a result of the Communists’ 
complete monopoly of real polit- 
ical power in their territory, 
the new government is able to 
rule with’ a minimum open use 
of force, Force is not absent, 
and the threat of force is alk 
ways in the background to pre- 
vent opposition, but . generally 
the Communists now seem to 
emphasize persuasion in estab- 
lishing and insuring their con- 
trol, once they have taken over 
an area and militarily elimini- 
nated the Kuomintang’s armies 
there. 

The Communists, in their strug- 
gle for power, have had a strong 
basis of popular support, mainly 
because of the complete demorali- 
zation of the people under the 
Kuomintang. Their support has 
been strongest in rural areas 
where their program of land re- 
distribution has been a powerful 
political weapon. 

Neo Organized Opposition. 

If Peiping, where I watched the 
Communist take-over, is typical 
of cities, the base of Communist 
support in urban areas is not so 
strong as in the countryside, how- 
ever, but even in the cities there 
is no organized opposition. Part 
of the population, especially in- 
tellectuals, enthusiastically wel- 
comed the Communists when they 
first came into Peiping and most 
other people were relieved that 
the fighting was over. 
Widespread disillusionment has 
taken place since then, principally 
because of economic conditions, 
but it has taken the form of 
grumbling rather than opposition. 
There is no ideological focus or 
organizational basis for any op- 
position at present. 

Discontent will probably con- 
tinue to grow as long as the eco- 
nomic situation deteriorates. 
Recent scattered reports of mi- 
nor uprisings in various parts of 
Communist China show that 
this is taking place, but it is 
not likely that this will develop 


into a serious internal threat 
to the Communists in the fore- 


| seeable future.

subordinate to the party, but there 
is considerable overlapping since 
the top party members hold the 
highest posts in army and govern- 
ment. 

This situation is not new in 
China. Both the primacy of the 
party and centralization of poli- 
tical power existed under Kuo-

That circumstance is the failure 
of Senator Taft’s bid ofr re-elec- 
tion in 1950. Politicians here see 
all factors building for a presiden- 
tial nomination at long last for 
“Mister Republican” if he can 
keep his battle standard aloft 
next year. Also, many influential 
Republicans insist their party has 
no future if Taft loses. 

In any case, with Taft down, 
the steam will go out of the Re- 
publican right wing and the way 
will be clear for a new face. Since 
Republican fortunes have been 
failing in the grass roots as well 
as at Washington, there are no 
new G.O.P. faces among the po- 
litical trade itself. 

Politicians place one other name 
beside Eisenhower’s should Taft 
fail to make it in ’50. Economic 
Co-operation Administrator Paul 
Hoffman, another vigorous moder- 
ate with an attractive smile, is a 
Republican who also has avoided 
the extremes of the left and right. 
Hoffman is described as realizing 
that his ECA usefulness would be 
impaired by any politicking, and 
he is keeping quiet, but- he is 
making a record of performance 
which admirably advertises his 
name. 

The same lahor-liberal forces 
who once called for a draft of 
Eisenhower as the surest means 
of ditching President Truman 
have cooled off on the General 
since he opposed federal aid to 
education. They think little better 
of his new attack on “unbridled 
statism” which, they point out, is 
what many Republicans call the 
Truman program. 


Those more tolerant of political 
ambition wherever found suggest 
that the General couldn't out- 
Truman Truman anyway in the 
social-welfare field. His best bet, 
they insist judicially, is a middle- 
of-the-road approach which defies 
classiying him either with Tru- 
man or Taft but makes him an 
ideal compromise should the po- 
litical winds blow that way. 
Now a private citizen, though 
often on special duty at the Pen- 
tagon, Gen. Eisenhower is cur- 
rently entitled to his politics, but 
as yet there is no evidence of his 
party choice. With regard to those 
interested in his political possi- 
bilities, he has as many, if not 
more, Democratic admirers than 
Republicans.

Eisenhower’s Labor day speech 
in St. Louis is regarded widely 
here as tallying closely with the 
line of middle-of-the-road Repub- 
licans who oppose what they call 
a welfare state but who don’t want 
to go back to the days of Mark 
Hanna. - 

Politicians noted particularly 
the general’s asseition that the 
future of America “lies down the 
middle of the road between con- 
centrated wealth on one flank and 
the unbridled power of statism on 
the other.” 

Along with his previous opposi- 
tion to federal aid to education— 
which he said would put the Gov 
ernment into that field — this 
statement has put Eisenhower on 
the side of the Republicans who 
have been criticizing what they

this correspondent has learned. 


MacArthur told the Congress- 
men that 500 airplanes under 
command of Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault could turn the tide of 
China’s civil war against the 
Communists. 

MacArthur’ specifically men- 
tioned Chennault, longtime friend 
of Chiang Kai-shek and wartime 
air commander in China against 
the Japanese, as the logical leader 
of air attack against the Commu- 
nists. He urged that the United 
States turn over to the Nation- 
alists surplus military equipment. 
He discussed naval support for 
Nationalist troops. 

Asked by one Congressman if 
these steps might not lead to war 
between the United States and 
Communist China or Russia, Mac- 
Arthur was quoted as replying 
that it could. 

After lunching with the five- 
man congressional committee, 
headed by Representative Huber 
(Dem.), Ohio, Gen. MacArthur 
held them for two hours longer 
| than scheduled. One source said 
he talked of hardly anything else 
but China. 

Apparently MacArthur's think- 
|ing on.China hasn’t undergone 
much change in the past 18 
months. In January 1948 he said 
the China problem was more mili- 
tary than political and could be 
settled in favor of the Nationalists 
with 500 airplanes. 

With Representative Deane 
(Dem.), North Carolina, concur- 
ring, Huber said the occupation 
controls on Japan should be lifted 
as soon as possible. 

“I’m wondering if all these ci- 
villian employes of the Army are 
necessary,” Huber said. 

Deane said the Japanese, like 
other peoples of other occupied 
countries, have got to master their 
own economy. 

“We can’t go on governing the 
whole world,” he said 

Deane disclosed that MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters told the five 
congressmen it plans a 50 per cent 
reduction in the civilian occupa- 
tion force by Oct. 1. This means 
the occupation, as it has been 
known for four years now, is 
drawing to an end.

The united political arms of the 
otherwise warring labor groups se- 
lected Lincoln ag their candidate 
after carefully reviewing the 
whole field, and they announced 
their choice in early July. More 
recently, the labor strategists 
have also enlisted the aid of the 
Administration in order to get 
Lincoln to run. 

Democratic National Chairman 
William Boyle, who is wiser than 
some of his subordinates, promptly 
agreed to go along when asked to 
do so by Jack Kroll of the CIO, 
Joseph Keenan of the AFL, and 
C. T. Anderson of railway labor’s 
political league. 

“Ohio is your baby,” was the 
way Boyle put it. 

Kroll, Keenan and Anderson 
asked Boyle to get the help of 
President Truman, and by Boyle’s 
request, the President telephoned 
Lincoln and asked him to make 
the senatorial fight. 


The President’s telephone call 
followed other, similarly inspired 
requests by Administration lead- 
ers, like Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan. 

Test to Come in Few Days. 

The test that will come in a few 
days will take the form of Lin- 
coln’s final decision, to make the 
race against Taft or to reject the 
opportunity that has been offered 
him. 

Nothing could have been better 
planned or more efficiently organ- 
ized than the campaign to make 
Lincoln a candidate. The fact that 
Lincoln still is hesitating hints at 
labor’s chief political weakness, 
for Lincoln has been slow to throw 
his hat in the ring because he has 
not been sure of the support of 
the Ohio Democratic organization, 
The divergence between the Dem- 
ocratic organization and the polit- 
ical branches of the labor groups 
has been, and is, a main cause of 
trouble for the labor strategists. 

On the other hand, it is already 
very clear that the Democratic 
party needs the labor groups more 
than the labor groups need the 
Democrats. 

Such wise leaders as Jack Ar- 
vey in Chicago and Ed Flynn of 
New York have already acknowl- 


edged the fact. This is not sur- 
prising, since the Republicans,

with their Taft-Hartley act, have 
accomplished a miracle that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt longed for 
in vain. The Taft-Hartley act has 
absolutely united the labor move- 
ment on the political level. It 
has also driven the labor move- 
ment to organize politically, for 
the first time in history, in a 
serious, professional manner. 


Real Work at Precinct Level. 


The CIO-PAC under Jack Kroll, 
the AFL League for Political Ed- 
ucation under Keenan, and the 
brotherhoods’ league under An- 
derson are not only closely and 
effectively allied with one an- 
other. They are also working 
with all the independent unions 
except John L. Lewis’s mine work- 
ers. Furthermore, their work is 
real. It gets down to the county 
and the precinct level. As it 
continues, it will inevitably be- 
come the dominant factor in the 
northern industrial states. The 
Democratic party has got to carry 
the northern industrial states in 
order to win. a 


For good measure, the labor. or- 
ganizations are already invading 
the South, with the purpose of de- 
feating anti-labor Southern Dem- 
ocrats in the same way that they 
hope to defeat Taft. This cam- 
paign is also being meticulously 
prepared; and Anderson of the 
brotherhoods has just returned 
from a survey of the Southern 
scene with the report that there 
is “a very good chance” of beat- 
ing a good many of the more ex- 
treme Southern conservatives. 

In short, the labor groups are 
out to remake the Democratic 
party to suit themselves, while 
they simultaneously attack the 
more hostile wing of the Repub- 
licans.

M’Arthur Won 
F.D.R. to Invasion 
Of Philippines 


Eichelberger Tells of 
Heart-to-Heart Talk 
Which Scuttled 
Navy Plan.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7. (UP). 


T. GEN, ROBERT L. EICHEL- 
L BERGER disclosed today that 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur in a 
heart-to-heart talk with President 
Roosevelt at the Waikiki confer- 
ence in the summer of 1944 won 
the President over to an invasion 
of the Philippines, which the Navy 
wanted to by-pass in the drive on 
Tokyo, 


The invasion began with the 
Leyte landing on Oct. 20, 1944. 

“Few non-military people know 
that the invasion of the Philip- 
pines almost didn’t “happen,” 
Eichelberger wrote in the Satur- 
day Evening Post. 

Summons by Marshall. 

Eichelberger said that in July 
of 1944 Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Army chief of staff, summoned 


MacArthur to a conference in 
Pearl Harbor. When MacArthur 
inquired about the identity of the 
conferees and their purpose, he 
was told no further information 
was available. 


“Not until arrival in Hawaii did 
he learn the reason for his mryste- 
rious mission,” Eichelberger wrote, 
“President Roosevelt was there, 
and so were many high-ranking 
naval officers. 

“It seemed evident to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, as the conference pro- 
ceeded, that the President had 
been won over irrevocably to a 
strategical plan which would by- 
pass the Philippiries. The Navy 
wanted to leapfrog the islands, 
attack Formosa and seek air bases 
on the Chinese mainland for the 
final drive on Tokyo.” 


Eichelberger said Adm. Ernest 
King, chief of naval operations, 
already had departed but that 
Adm. C. W. Nimitz, Navy Pacific 
commander, presented the Navy’s 
case. Then, the President called on 
MacArthur for comment. MacAr- 
thur had brought no documenta- 
tion but gave an eloquent military 
argument for the Philippines 
operation. 

Moral Commitment. 


“Then, in a 10-minute private 
interview with the President, he 
presented another argument. The 
United States had a moral com- 
mitment which should be carried 
out. Was Mr. Roosevelt, he asked, 
willing to accept responsibility for 
breaking a solemn promise to 18,- 
000,000 Christian Filipinos that the 
Americans would return? 

“The interview over, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur bowed and started to leave. 
He felt sure his was a lost cause. 
The President stirred.

Off the Track 


Now that the nation’s lawyers are meeting in 
St. Louis, this is a good time to inquire about 
the American Bar Association’s committee ap- 
pointed 11 years ago to assist in the protection 
of civil rights. What has happened to this com- 
mittee? What has it been doing? 

In its early years, this committee did brave 
as well as outstanding work. It was willing to 
go out on a limb if it thought it was right. 

The late Frank J. Hogan launched the com- 
mittee with outstanding personnel. Members in- 
cluded Grenville Clark of New York, Zechariah 
Chafee Jr. of Massachusetts, Monte M. Lemann 
of Louisiana and others of similar reputation. 
Vigilant leaders such as George Haight of Illi- 
nois and Douglas Arant of Alabama served. 

In those early years the committee was im- 
pressed by its name—“Committee on the De- 
fense of Liberties Vouchsafed by the Bill of 
Rights.” It was to do something about civil lib- 
erties. It was to look around the country and 
take up causes which needed its support. The 
fact that these causes might be unpopular was to 
make no difference. 

Under Grenville Clark and some of the other 
early leaders, the committee did just that. It 
took up, for example, the plight of the Gobitis 
family of Jehovah’s Witnesses in Minersville, 
Pa. The parents believed that their religious 
faith required them to teach their children not 
to salute the flag at school—not to “bow down 
before a graven image.” 

In 1940 the bar’s rights committee distin- 
guished itself by filing a brief in the United 
States Supreme Court in support of the mem- 
bers of this small sect. In addition to some of 
the names listed above, lawyers of the stature of 
Charles P. Taft of Ohio and Lloyd K. Garrison 
of Wisconsin were on the brief. It was a mem- 
orable document and it brought luster to the 
American Bar Association. ‘ 

Was it a defeat for this committee when the 
Supreme Court ruled against it, 8 to 1? Not for 
long. Public opinion soon made itself felt and 
within a few years the Supreme Court reversed 
itself. The prophetic position taken by the bar’s 
committee became the law of the land. 

Would the present committee, under Robert 
R. Milam of Florida, take such a stand? The 
answer is that with human rights on the de- 
fensive in many places, still the present commit- 
tee finds little if any need for affirmative action. 
Apparently the committee draws some distinc- 
tion between the welfare of individual citizens 
and the welfare of the citizenry as a whole. 

Last year this committee went to the aid of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 
It also recommended the Mundt-Nixon bill which 
would have been used to harass individual citi- 
zens and thus do more harm than any possible 
good in controlling subversive influences. 

Contrast these recommendations with the 

words of the committee in its earlier incarnation 
in the flag salute case: . 

The philosophy of free institutions is now 
being subjected to the most severe test it 
has ever undergone. Advocates of totali- 
tarian government point to the speed and 
efficiency with which such systems are ati- 
ministered, and assert that democracy can 
offer nothing to outweigh these advantages. 

The answer is to be found in the value of 
certain basic individual rights and the as- 
surance afforded by free institutions that 
these shall not be required to yield to pres- 
sure, no matter how overwhelming. 

The worth of our system must ultimately 


be judged in terms of the importance of 
those values and the care with which they 


are safeguarded. 

The two stanchest defenders of human rights 
on the Supreme Court in recent years have been 
the late Justice Frank Murphy and Justice Wiléy 
Rutledge, who is so dangerously ill. In tribute 
to them we reprint under today’s cartoon, ex- 
tracts from their opinions in the Yamashita 
case. We hope their attachment to the Bill of 
Rights will somehow extend to the bar’s present 
committee. It is time this committee got itself 
back on the track. 


“Captive” Audience 
Riders on Public Service Co. streetcars and 
busses are. “Helpless Audiences” for the radio 
program broadcast to these vehicles, a Post- 
‘Dispatch editorial of last week said. The justice 
of this label has been confirmed from a highly 
authoritative .quarter. Frank Pellegrin, vice 
president of Transit Radio, Inc., recently ex- 
tolled the merits of bus radio to a group of ad- 
vertising men, and the St. Louis Advertising 
Club Weekly reported it in these terms: 
Pellegrin stated that 80 to 82 per cent of 
the population of urban centers rides street- 
cars and busses... This captive audience can 
be counted by the number of 12 centses 
checked in at the end of the day... . Live 
or transcribed commercials are used. A 
special voice-boosting audio circuit raises 
the level of the spoken words to make cer- 
tain that the commuters hear the message. 


“The listeners, on the whole,” says the Adver- 
tising Club Weekiy, “enjoy the programs.” This 
claim becomes more doubtful ‘by the day, but it 
is still beside the main point. 

The point, to repeat, is that the audience is 
helpless or “captive;" that bus and streetcar 
radio is a trespass on riders’ rights that many 


riders resent; that this nuisance should be 
eliminated. 
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Up to London, Paris, Rome... . 

The Assembly of the Council of Europe has 
voted for the creation of a genuine European 
confederation with real powers over its mem- 
ber governments. In other words, the Stras- 
bourg delegates would bring into being the long 
dreamed of United States of Europe. 

The Assembly, however, can do nothing other 
than make recommendations. These go to the 
Council’s upper chamber, the Ministerial Com- 
mittee, made up of the foreign ministers of the 
12 member nations. And the ministers speak 
only as their governments bid them speak. So, 
the real decision is up to London, Paris, Rome 
and the other capitals. 

The Assembly is fully aware of this. So it has 


urged the various governments to undertake the 


“instruction of the great mass of the people, 
pointing out to them the undefinable advantages 
of union for Europe, and at the same time, the 
dangers inherent in national isolation.” 

Even though the Assembly has been prudent 
enough to leave the details of the powers of the 
proposed federation to be worked out later, it 
is asking a great deal of sovereign states. It is 
asking them bluntly to advocate the surrender 


of a measure of their sovereignty to a super- 


government—a term which the opposition prob- 
‘ably will use with a sneer. 


The decision faced by the various national ‘ 


governments is not an easy one. Recovery from 
the war has been uneven. Each nation is still 
beset by problems. And there seems to be no 
of centuries of nationalistic thinking is asserting 


( 


itself. Hard pressed as they are, the British, 
for example, feel that they may make a better 
go of things outside a federation than in one. 
After all, they still have their Commonwealth. 
And some continental politicians seem to feel 
that federation actually would mean adding their 
countries to the British family of nations. 

These thought patterns will not be easily over- 
come. But the men of Strasbourg have sharp- 
ened the picture of the alternatives. They also 
have formed a “little assembly” under Belgium's 
Paul-Henri Spaak, which will carry on their 
work throughout the year. Sensational results 
are hardly indicated. But at least the Assembly 
delegates will not leave Strasbourg content with 
only a paper job. 


A Strike Against the Public 

Though the strike of Missouri Pacific operat- 
ing employes is scheduled for Friday, it began to 
do damage when the railroad stopped accepting 
freight shipments last midnight. This was a 
necessary precaution to keep freight in transit 
from being stranded if the four brotherhoods 
call their men off the job two days hence, but it 
is harmful to shippers- Also cast for the hapless 
role of innocent bystanders are the Missouri 
Pacific’s thousands of non-striking employes, 
who have received notices of unpaid layoffs. 

It is hard to condone a railroad strike even on 
the gravest of issues. The law goes to elaborate 
lengths to prevent strikes in this industry. But 
the whole issue here is a collection of minor 
grievances involving the interpretation of oper- 
ating rules—the kind of questions that most in- 
dustries settle by negotiation or, where they can- 
not agree, by arbitration. 

The Missouri Pacific management has sug- 
gested arbitration and agreed to be bound by it, 
but the operating brotherhoods have rejected 
the offer. The merits of a labor dispute are 
rarely all on one side, but when one party in a 
labor quarrel offers to go to an impartial tri- 
bunal and the other holds out for a settlement 
by the economic warfare of a strike, the rejector 
takes on a much heavier burden of proof at the 
bar of public opinion. 

Who can possibly gain from a shutdown of the 
Missouri Pacific at this time and on these issues? 
Loss of wages would quickly eat up the $3,000,- 
000 the striking brotherhoods are trying to col- 
lect on their “bundle of grievances.” The strike 
will lend comfort to union labor’s critics and 
enemies. 

Surely the Missouri Pacific, which is tech- 
nically bankrupt, cannot gain from a period in 


which it has no income. This company is a large ~ 


employer in St. Louis and many other places. 
Suspension of its payroll will hurt all kinds of 
enterprises in the community. 

The shutdown of a large railroad is an act of 
national folly. Folly, that is, for everyone but 
the truck and bus lines that have already eaten 
so deep into railroad traffic. If the Missouri 
Pacific strike takes place, the public will have 
enough resentment to go around to both the 
company and the brotherhoods. St. Louis and 
other communities in the Missouri Pacific's 
broad territory look to the leaders on both sides 
to stop it from happening.

This may be how it was. It may also be 
that those who were closely associated with 28- 
year-old Howard Unruh, members of his family 
for example, knew of aspects of his personality 
which they kept to themselves. There is no pro- 
tection in the fact that a psychiatric case does 
not have a psychiatric history. That may mean 
merely that those who are close tp a potentially 
dangerous person have covered up facts about 
him. 

Was that the situation in the case of Camden’s 
madman? If so, those who thought they were 
protecting him, are indirectly responsible for 
the havoe produced with his German war trophy 
pistol. In any event, here is a lesson to be ap- 
plied wherever parents, relatives or friends 
know of such cases. 
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For More Medical Students 


The number of graduates from the medical 
schools of the United States reached a 10-year 
low in June, reports the American Medical As- 
sociation. Quite properly, it blames the Gév- 
ernment’s failure to provide reasonable defer- 
ments for wartime medical students. There was 
considerable criticism at the time of a policy 
which held that an infantryman in six..weeks 
would be more useful than a doctor in a few 
years. The wartime shortage of doctors may 
have been inevitable, but the Government’s war- 
time educational policy extended it indefinitely 


into the future. i 


It will not do, however, to put all the blame 
for the shortage of medical practitioners on this 
one point. The fact is that there has been no 
increase in the number of American medical 
schools for almost half a century, and little in- 
crease in the number of their students and grad- 
uates. The population meanwhile increased 
from a little less than 100,000,000 to almost 150,- 
000,000. | 

The tack of medical training facilities in the 
United States means tragedy for many a young 
man and woman. Thousarids prepare themselves 
for admission to the schools, but cannot get in. 
The figures for the 1949 school year show that 
88,810 applications were received. It is esti- 
mated, however, that these came from only 24,- 
000 to 29,000 would-be students because, know- 
ing how high the barrier is, many file applica- 
tions with more than one school. Even so, there 
are only 5864 openings for freshmen medical 
students. There is something deeply disturbing 
in a 15 to 1 ratio of applications to admissions. 
Do young Americans really have equality of op- 
portunity when it comes to choosing a career? 

It may be true that the United States has 
more doctors per capita than any other country. 
But by the properly high standards of modern, 
specialized medical practice, it does not have 
enough to go around—especially not in the rural 
areas. Any broad medical insurance program 
would bring out this shortage very sharply. More 
medical students and more medical schools are 
needed. _ 

Congress ought to consider at least that phase 
of the Administration's health program which 
would help to make this increase possible.

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An Immutable Right of All Men 


Extracts from the Opinions of Justice Rutledge and 
the Late Justice Murphy in the Yamashita Case 


A new book entitled “The Case of Gen- 
eral Yamashita” by A. Frank Reel has 
brought fresh attention to the first of this 
country’s important war crimes trials in 
1946. In their dissents from the majority 
opinion, Justice Rutledge and the late Jus- 
tice Murphy stated in strong terms their 
conviction that a fair trial for foe as well 
as friend is basic in the American concept 
of justice. Portions of these two dissent- 
ing opinions are reprinted below. 

Mr. Justice Murphy: 

The grave issue ,.. is whether a mili- 
tary commission ... may disregard the 
procedural rights of an accused person as 


guaranteed by the Constitution. ... The 
answer is plain. The Fifth Amendment 


guarantee of due process of law applies to - 


“any person” who is accused of a crime 
by the Federal Gov- 

ernment or anhy of its 

agencies, 

No exception is 
made as to those who 
are accused of war 
crimes or as to those 
who possess the 
status of an enemy 
belligerent. Indeed,. 
such an exception 
would be contrary to 
the whole philosophy 
of human rights Justice Murphy 
which makes the Constitution the great 
living’ document that it is! The immut- 
able rights .of the individual, including 
those secured by the due process clause of 
the Fifth Amendment, belong not alone to 
the members of those nations that excel on 
the .battlefield or that subscribe to the 
democratic ideology. They belong to every 
person in the world, ‘victor or vanquished, 
whatever may be his race, color or beliefs. 
They rise above any status of belligerency 
or outlawry, They survive any popular 
passion or frenzy of the moment. 

No court or legislature or executive, not 
even the mightiest army in the world, can 
ever destroy them. .., They are often 
trampled under by those who are moti- 
vated by hatred, aggression or fear. But 
in this nation individual rights are recog- 
nized and protected, at least in regard to 
governmental action. ... 


The failure of the military commission 
to obey the dictates of the due process re- 
quirements of the Fifth Amendment is ap- 
parent.... In my opinion, such a proce- 
dure is unworthy of the traditions of our 
people or of the immense sacrifices that 
they have made to advance the common 
ideals of mankind. The high feelings of 
the moment doubtless will be satisfied. But 
in the sober afterglow will come the real- 
ization of the boundless and dangerous im- 
plications of the procedure sanctioned to- 
day.... 

_ That there were brutal atrocities inflicted 
upon the helpless Filipino people .. . by 
Japanese armed forces under the petition- 
ers command is undeniable. .. . That just 
punishment should be meted out to ail 
those responsible for criminal acts of this 
nature is also beyond dispute. But these 
factors do not answer the problem in this 
case. They do not justify the abandon- 


ment of our devotion to justice in dealing — 


with a fallen enemy commander. To con- 


clude otherwise is to admit that the enemy 
has lost the battle but has destroyed our 


ideals. ... , "he 
An uncurbed spirit of revenge and reiri- 


bution, masked in formal legal procedure. 
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for purposes of dealing with a fallen ene- 
my commander, can do more lasting harm 
than all of the atrocities giving rise to that 
spirit. The people’s faith in the fairness 
and objectiveness of the law can be serious- 
ly undercut by that spirit. The fires of na- 
tionalism can be further kindled. And the 
hearts of all mankind can be embittered 
and filled with hatred, leaving forlorn and 
impoverished the noble ideal of malice 
toward none and charity to all. 


Mr. Justice Rutledge: 

In this stage of war’s aftermath it is 
too early for Lincoln’s great spirit . . . to 
have wide hold for the treatment of foes. 
It is not too early, it is never too early, 
for the nation steadfastly to follow its 
great constitutional traditions, none older 
or more universally protective against un- 
bridled power than due process of law in 
the trial and punishment of men, that is, 
of all men, whether citizéns, aliens, alien 
enemies or enemy belligerents. It can be- 
come too late. 


This long-held attachment marks the 
great divide between our enemies and our- 
selves. Theirs was a philosophy of univer- 
sal force. Ours is one of universal law, 
albeit imperfectly made flesh of ouf sys- 
tem and so dwelling among us. Every de- 
parture weakens the tradition, whether it 
touches the high or the low, the powerful or 
the weak, the triumphant or the conquered. 
If we need not or cannot be magnanimous, 
we can keep our law on the plane from 
which it has not. descended hitherto and 
to which the defeated foes’ never rose... . 

This trial is unprecedented in our histo- 
ry. Never before have we tried and con- 
victed an enemy general for action taken 
during hostilities or otherwise in the course 
of military operations or duty. Much less 
have we condemned one for failing to take 


action.... We are on 
strange ground... . 


If, as may be 
hoped, we are now to 
enter upon a new 
era of law in the 
world, it becomes 
more important than 
ever before for the 
nations creating that 
system to observe 
their greatest tradi- 
tions of administer- 

Justice Rutledge ing justice, including 
this one, both in their own judgment and 
in their new creation, ... 

Wholly apart from the violation of the 
Articles of War and of the Geneva Con- 
vention, I am completely unable to accept 
or to understand the Court’s ruling con- 
cerning the applicability of the due process 
clause of the Fifth Amendntent to this 
case. Not heretofore has it been hejd that 
any human being is beyond its universally 
protecting spread in the guaranty of a 
fair trial in the most fundamental ‘sense. 

That door is dangerous to open. I will 
have no part in opening it. For once it is 
ajar, even for enemy belligerents, it can 


be pushed back wider for others, perhaps — 


ultimately for all...

“He who would make his own liberty se- 
cure must guard even his enemy from op- 


- pression; for if he Violates ‘this duty he 
establishes a precedent that will reach to

Between Book Ends 
On the Nature of Evil 


MANY DIMENSIONS, by Charles Williams. (Pellegrini 
and Cudahy, 308 pgs., {3 ) 

Like its predecessors this newly published 
novel by the late Charles Williams is based 
on the idea that suprahuman forces can 
and do operate in the affairs of men. In 
Mr. Williams’ case this assumption is not 


_merely an artistic device such as is used in 


steries like “The Time Machine” and “The 
I ible Man.” It is both a scientific and 
a religious idea, derived from his concep- 
tion of the universe, and its purpose in this 
and his other novels is to suggest that 
age ony ay are themselves suprahuman. 

No is to be gained by attempting a 
diagram of Mr. Williams’ universe. All that 
the reader has to understand is that the 
suprahuman realm does touch and include 


the three-dimensional world that we per- 
ceive through our senses. Sometimes the 


‘ferces from the outer realm can be directly 


felt. And it is of such circumstances that 
Mr. Williams makes his stories. 
» ” * 

In “Many Dimensions” an unscrupulous 
archeologist named Sir Giles Tumulty has 
come into possession of a magic stone 
which he learns was from the crown of 
King Solomon. Representatives of the Asi- 
atic nation which had possession of the 
stone for many centuries try to make him 
give it up. It is dangerous, they argue, 
for men to traffic with powers that be- 
long only to God and it is in the nature 
of blasphemy for the stone to be at large. 
Sir Giles is not impressed. Disregarding 
their warning he tries out the stone and 


‘finds that it will transport its holder any- 


where in the world within a few minutes. 
Subsequently it develops that it will take a 
person either forward or backward in time, 
that it will enable one man to see into an- 
other’s mind and—most magical of all—can 
be subdivided over and over without dimin- 
ishing in size or power. = 

The moral implications of the situation 
with its dangers to humanity, mean nothing 
to Sir Giles. He is moved only by curiosity 
and greed and in order to exploit the com- 
mercial possibilities of the stone he brings 
several others into the secret. Several 
copies are struck off and each possessor— 
except two—are caught up in grandiose 
dreams of unlimited power, or wealth or 
other selfish advantage. As it happens one 
of them, an American transportation mag- 
nate, loses his stone momentarily and while 
it is out of his hands it suddenly performs 
miraculous cures in an English village. 
The newspapers play up the miracles. All 
of England is stirred. 

* ~ * 

Meanwhile the Chief Justice of England, 
Lord Arglay, has felt from the beginning 
that nothing but evil can come from an 
impious and avaricious use of the stone. 
Jotned by his secretary, an attractive young 
woman, he takes counsel with the Asiatics 
who want the stone restored to its hiding 
place, But before that can be accomplished 
drastic punishment falls upon virtually all 
of those who have handled the stone. Chloe, 
the secretary, eventually goes through a 
sort of vicarious atonement and extinction 
for the cupidity and materialism of the 
others and the stone, reassembled, is re- 
turned to its custodian. 

Obviously this is a symbolical discourse on 
the nature of evil and one, perhaps, can 
grasp it better by thinking of the stone as 
atomic power. There are forces in the uni- 
verse, we may infer, that man has not — 
learned to tse. These powers must be left 
to God until we have attained a higher 
conception of our relationship to the Source 
of all things and to one another.

PETALS DISCLOSED 


Differ on Conversion of 
Present Sets.

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NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
The Radio Corp. of America dis- 
closed yesterday that its color 
television system uses three Ca- 
t' ode rr viewing tubes in the 
receiving set. 

One tube produces a green im- 
age, one a red i:iage and one a 
blue image. These re projected 
movie fashion onto a viewing 
fashion onto a viewing screen 
where they are superimposed as 
a single all-color image. 


An RCA statement filed with 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission said present sets would 
receive color telecasts in black 
and white with no alteration what- 
ever, but that adapters would be 
required to enable them to get 
color telecasts in color. RCA has 
given no estimate of the cost of 
adapters. 


The Columbia Broadcasting 
System’s color television method 
makes use of a single viewing 
tube. The green, red and blue 
images are sent in rapid sequence 
so they blend as one. A color 
filter or wheel, divided into green, 
red and blue .egments, spins rap- 
idly in cont of the viewing tube 
to produce the color effect.

MISSOURI RIVER’S 
POSSIBILITIES SEEN 


Added to Historical So- 
ciety Collection.

Trade possibilities of the Mis- 
souri river, still unrealized, were 
seen by Bishop Louis duBourg 131 
years ago. His vision of future 
trade between St. Louis and 
China, by way of the Missouri and 
Columbia rivers, “whose sources 
almost blend,” is quoted in a let- 
ter written in 1818 by Father C. 
de la Croix, a missionary priest, 
to a friend. The letter has been 
added to the collection of the Mis- 
souri Historica] Society. 

The bishop told of ‘“expansion 
everywhere” in the St. Louis area. 
He cited the “astonishing fertility 
of the lands, the commonest of 
which give 10 for one, and the 
“great rivers.” Merchandise could 
soon be transported to New York 
in 15 days, he anticipated, via: the 
rivers, the Great Lakes and “a 
little canal already begun.” 

Ecclesiastical growth had hard- 
ly begun, the bishop said, and he 
hoped for the building of a brick 
church 130 by 80 feet, which 
“would make Italy blush, but will 
honor a nascent village in the 
American desert.” Plans for mis- 
sionary journeys up the Missouri 
as far as 300 miles, to points 
“where they have never seen a 
priest,” were outlined.

The significance of this devel- 
opment is still not clear, and the 
party remains highly centralized 
in spite of sub-regionalization of 
the government administration. 


But there is some speculation as 
to whether or not this fore- 
shadows increased autonomy for 
regional areas. Many. people be- 
lieve this will come, at least for 
the Manchurian region. 

Existing local governments in 
Communist territory are highly 
centralized in organization, how- 
ever, and fit the pattern of “demo- 
cratic centralization.” In the 
North China People’s Government, 
for example, legislative and execu- 
tive functions are combined into 
a single government commission. 
In local city government in Pei- 
ping, all elective bodies at the 
lowest level of the administration 
have been abolished and their ad- 
ministrative functions assigned to 
branches of the police department. 

Although during the Chinese- 
Japanese war the Communists 
conducted many local elections in 
their territory, I personally neither 
saw nor heard evidence of real 
popular elections in Communist 
territory in the six months I have 
just spent in Communist Peiping. 

Certainly in the major cities 
which the Communists have taken 
over the Communist party is now 
preoccupied with establishing its 
control and its administration 
rather than with developing popu- 
lar elections and representation. 

At the present time, therefore, 


the Communists are consolidating 
their administration and organiz- 
ing the government in their areas 
on a permanent basis. When they 
officially proclaim theis nationa! 
“people’s government” in Peiping, 
the Communist administration in 
China will take its place as the 
newest and one of the most im- 
portant members of the Soviet-ied 
bloc and the new government will 
be a nominal “coalition” under 
firm Communist control.

A sleeper, as most fans under- 
stand, is a feature made for a 
comparatively small amount, with 
no particular stars in the cast and 
no great expectations held for it 
from the start. Then it goes out 
to the public and, through the 
stressing of one or more unpre- 
dicted qualities, rings the bell on 
every side. Sleepers are wonder- 
ful tonics for the entire business. 
Every producer dreams of turning 
up a sleeper, but 99 per cent of 
those dreams become mere hallu- 
cinations. 

Outstanding sleeper of the in- 
dustry was “The Covered Wagon,’ 
a thrilling pioneer Western which 
all old-timer fans will recall with 
relish. James Cruze was assigned 
to direct this with a small budget 
and an inconspicuous cast. It cost 
a trifling sum even in comparison 
with other silents of the early 
1920s. 

Cruze was ashamed of the re- 
sults, weeping in the projection 
room when it was shown to Para- 
mount officials. It was J. J. Me- 
Carthy, the exploitation wizard, 
who first spotted its possibilities 
and sold the studio the idea of 
road-showing it.

Window Seat, Toy Chest 
For Vacuum Cleaners 


NE of the problems confront- 
( ing homemakers living in to- 

. day’s small homes and apart- 
ments is where to store the va- 
cuum cleaner when there is no 
adequate cleaning closet room. 

One large manufacturer of the 
new canister type cleaners with 
the filter paper action is seizing 
upon this problem as a theme of 
his fall promotion. In this case 
the cleaner will be packaged in a 
chest, which can double for toys 
or storing blankets and the like if 
not needed for the vacuum itself. 
This has been done before, of 
course, and it is an idea that 
makes housekeeping sense. 

In fact, it’s a practical plan for 
you to consider if you are strug- 
gling with the problem with your 
present cleaner. The cylinder and 
canister types can be stored in a 
sturdy toy chest or window seat. 
You'll find unpainted chests at 
moderate cost. Also, in notion 
departments you'll find attractive 
window seats covered with a 
quilted plastic and lined with the 
same plastic fabric. This lining 
is especially practical, for you 
can wipe it free of dust with a 
damp cloth. Be sure to estimate 
the space that your cleaner will 
require before you make your 
chest selection.

“Leave No Stone Unturned.” 

FTER the battle of Salamis 
An the fifth century, B. C., 

rumor stated that the defeated 
commander had buried treasure 
somewhere on the battlefield. 
With the scent of great riches in 
his nostrils a Theban came to 
buy the ground and immediately 
started digging for the treasure. 
Dig as he might, he found none. 
So, in the manner of the day, he 
went for counsel to the Delphic 
oracle. His advice was to move 
every stone! 

Thus the modern proverb start- 
ed. The dramatist Euripides, born 
in the year of the Battle of 
Salamis, had the Greek words for 
it. Perhaps it is he who made 
them proverbial, for a Roman col- 
lector of proverbs dated the origin 
of this one right back to that 
great day of the drama, the fifth 
century B. C, 

It took the Elizabethans, whose 
daily lives were. practically a 
narrative in proverbs, to give the 
modern form to “Leave no stone 
unturned.” How long it may have 
been familiar by word of mouth 
we do not know, but the first 
printed record is found in a liter- 
ary effort on “Dice-Play”, dated 
about 1550: “He will refuse no 
labour nor leave no stone 
turned, to pick up a, penny.”

I have not knowingly been to a 
meeting at which Paul Robeson 
was to speak or to sing since the 
day I went to a concert several 
years ago and discovered how he 
was abusing his art. Other peo- 
ple are certainly free to do as I 
have done. 

Lack of followers and ridicule 
will do far more than violence to 
remove whatever menace Mr. 
Robeson may be. I was particu- 
larly sorry to hear that one of the 
buses and a number of cars which 
Were manhandled by a particular 
group that was not controlled by 
the police authorities were cars 
that were returning from the 
Hyde Park Memorial Library and 
held no people who had been to 
the Robeson concert.

The most important thing to 
remember is to have all the fruits 
cleaned just before salad is to be 
served. The fruit should be

vent any discoloration. If -the 
dressing is put on as each layer 
of fruit is dropped into the bowl, 
practically no tossing will be re- 
quired.
